$12.8M School Budget Proposal Compels 
Decisions On Educational Future

Andover’s new state representative was 
sworn into office during an 11 a.m. ceremo- 
ny yesterday at the State House. 

Democrat Sue Tucker, representative for 
the 17th Essex district, said earlier this 
week that she expected the swearing-in 
ceremony to be “‘pretty exciting’ for her 
and her fellow newly-elected officials. 

Tucker said the rest of this week would 
probably be given to ceremonial events — 
ncluding the swearing-in of Governor Duka- 
kis today — with the House not really set- 
tling down to business until next week. 

One of the first orders of business will be 


a training session for new representatives, ” 


she explained, which will cover the fine 
points of the legislative process and writing 
legislation. 

Tucker has yet to receive her committee 
assignments — or an office. It may be three 
to four weeks before she has a State House 
office and her own telephone number, but in 
the meantime townspeople can leave mes- 
sages for her at the State House by calling 
722-2000. Tucker’s constituents are also wel- 
come to call her at home after 5 p.m., she 
said, at 475-7584. 

The representative’s mail can be ad- 
dressed to the State House, zip code 02133, 
Tucker added. 

Since she was elected in November, 
Tucker has been busy working on new legis- 
lation to be filed during the coming session. 
Among the most ‘‘exciting” of her efforts: 
joining a coalition to work on rules reform. 

‘‘We have a chance of getting some basic 
reforms through this year,”’ she explained, 
‘dealing with all-night sessions, working 
without a calendar, and some of the other 
things that have upset a lot of legislators 
and a lot of voters this year.” 

Other legislation she has filed or signed 
would decrease taxes on unearned income 
and savings accounts for senior citizens;

shorten the campaign period for state office 
by moving the date for filing nomination 
papers from April to June; support weathe- 
rization programs for Massachusetts 
homes; place controls on telephone solicita- 
tions by computer; and continue the work 
on pension reform that began during the 
past year. 

Tucker is stepping into the shoes of Dem- 
ocrat Gerald Cohen, who decided not to run 
for re-election last year after serving four 
terms. She bested six contenders in the 
Democratic primary, and defeated Repub- 
lican Kimberly Cronin in the November 
election. 

‘“‘T would like to thank the voters for the 
opportunity to serve them,’’ Representa- 
tive Tucker said. 

‘IT am remembering the many, many 
people who helped me during the long, hot 
summer, and I’m looking forward to doing 
the best job I can to serve the people of 
Andover.”’

Schools Superintendent Dr. Kenneth Sei- 
fert told the school committee Tuesday 
night his 1983-84 budget message is not a 
“‘seare tactic,’ and the $12.8 million pro- 
jected fiscal 1984 budget under Proposition 
2% raises important questions about the 
future of education in Andover. 

“T don’t think it’s a scare tactic in any 
way,’’ said Seifert, maintaining the school 
department owes it to the community to be 
‘‘straightforward”’ with the facts and fig- 
ures of next year’s budget. 

Those figures show a projected $12,824,- 
000 F Y’84 budget. With projected expenses 
at $2.9 million (compared with $2.2 million 
last year), F'Y’84 base salaries, not includ- 
ing any cost of living increase, would total 
$10.1 million and leave the budget $283,000 
in the hole. 

The figure for expenses is not hardfast — 
just a number to work with. But items such 
as insurance and tuition-out accounts are 
going up. And, of course, salaries are sub- 
ject to negotiation. For example, a seven 
percent cost of living increase would bring 
salaries up to $10.8 million and leave the 
budget with a $896,000 deficit. 

That, of course, assumes all staff mem- 
bers will be brought back next year, and as 
Schoolman Donald Robb noted, no one is 
assuming that. All staff can’t be kept on, he 
said, but their numbers won’t be decided 
until the expenses part of the budget and 
program funding is examined. 

Last year, according to Seifert, the school 
committee made an effort to save class- 
room teachers from the budget ax, but this 
was achieved by reducing expenses to a 
minimum. 

‘I do not believe it is possible to maintain 
what we have (educationally),’’ says Sei- 
fert’s written statement, adding taat school 
committee budget decisions in the next few 
months will have a ‘‘profound impact’ on 
the future of the Andover School system. 

“I don’t envy your position,’ he told 
schoolmen. 

Seifert’s message raises the following 
questions regarding upcoming budget delib- 
erations: ‘‘To what extent will Andover...

Solar Wall 


Collectors 


Solar Wall Collectors will be the 
topic of the January meeting of the 
Merrimack Valley Solr Energy As- 
sociation on Wednesday, Jan. 12, in 
Room L4 of the Greater Lawrence 
Vocational High School, 57 River 
Road, Andover. Room L4 is reached 
by driving to the right of the school, 
parking in the rear and entering the 
two-story section of the building. So- 
lar Designer Steve Sheldon of the 
Tewksbury firm Multi-Structures will 
show slides of installations, discuss a 
cut-away model of a wall collector 
and answer questions. 

Each square foot of south-facing 
wall in the area receives the energy 
equivalent of one and one half gallons 
of fuel oil during the heating season. 
Wall collectors, also known as Ther- 
mal Air Panels, can capture about 
one half of this energy for space heat- 
ing. These collectors can be built by 
the do-it-yourselfer or may be pur- 
chased commercially.

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Davy Crockett, Charles Dickens, Abraham Lincoln, ‘‘Tippe- 
canoe”’ and Tyler, too. What do they have in common? They 
all came to visit and marvel at the city of Lowell and to see 
first-hand the great experiment being conducted there. 

The public is invited to discover for themselves what drew 
these notable men to Lowell as the Andover Historical Society 
presents a slide show, ‘‘Cotton Manufacturing in New En- 
gland,’’ Sunday, Jan. 9, at 2 p.m. and 3 p.m. The presentation, 
with an admission charge of $1, will center on Lowell, but will 
also depict the other two great textile cities on the Merri- 
mack, Lawrence and Manchester, N.H., whose establishment 
was a direct result of Lowell’s success. 

The story of Lowell begins in the early 1800s when Francis 
Cabot Lowell, a wealthy Bostonian suffering from ill health, 
took a gentlemanly tour of Great Britain. With native Yankee 
shrewdness, if somewhat dubious ethics, he memorized the 
jealously guarded secrets of English technology and returned 
home to have mechanic Paul Moody build similar machinery. 
The year was 1814 and the time could not have been better for 
the start of such an enterprise. The War of 1812 was finally 
over. There was an enormous pent-up demand for consumer 
goods like cloth which had been unavailable during the war. 
Newburyport families had made fortunes in shipping, but the 
New England shipping trade had been destroyed by the war. 
These wealthy families were looking for new investments. In 
addition, the great westward migration was increasing, cre- 
ating new markets for Yankee manufacturers of all types of 
goods 

The first cotton manufacturing mill was built by Lowell and 
his associates at Waltham and proved to be such a success 
that, after Lowell’s death in 1817, the ‘‘Boston Associates’’ 
looked for a location for what was to become the Lowell 
Experiment. They found it in 1821 near the sleepy farming 
villages of East Chelmsford. They chose this location because 
the Merrimack River drops 32 feet here, creating tremendous 
water power, the only power known at that time that was able 
to move the great mill wheels. 

The Boston Associates, trying to avoid publicity about their 
plan in order to keep the price down, silently bought all-the 
land in the area. Work proceeded rapidly and in 1823 the first 
loom of the new Merrimack Manufacturing Company was set 
in motion by master weaver Deborah Skinner 

An immediate success, the Merrimack Manufacturing Com- 
pany soon spawned the creation of other mills in the new town 
of Lowell. By 1836 the town had become a city and had a 
population of 18,000, consisting mostly of the famous native 
Yankee mill girls who operated the machinery and immigrant 
Irish laborers who built the mills but were not yet hired to 
work inside them. The owners and financiers of the mills did 
not live in Lowell but in Boston, and this absentee ownership 
created increasing problems as the years went by. 

The mill girls were an important factor in the first halcyon 
days of the Lowell Experiment. The Boston Associates had a 
thorny problem in locating a labor supply for the new mills. 
Unemployed men were few in the farm economy of New 
England 160 years ago. The lure of the West attracted most of 
those who did not already have their own farms or small 
businesses. There remained a pool of young women to whom

the door of most occupations was firmly shut. The Boston 
Associates set up boarding houses operated mostly by impov- 
erished widows of good character and established strict rules 
for behavior and church attendance. They then advertised 
heavily throughout the New England countryside and a throng 
of women responded. 

At first, although the hours were very long, the work was 
slow-paced and fairly easy. The girls studied, attended lec- 
tures and formed a literary magazine. They were active in 
their churches and saved their money. It was the phenomenon 
of these bright and attractive young women in their sunlit, 
geranium-bedecked workrooms high over the sparkling Mer- 
rimack that attracted prominent visitors from all over the 
United States and Europe. The contrast with England’s dank 
and disease-ridden textile cities was the marvel of the age.

The utopia did not last long, however. Pressure 
from the owners for increased profits caused the 
continual speeding up of the machines, lengthening 
of the work-day, assignment of additional machines 
to each girl and a steady decrease in wages. The 
Bible verses and sentimental poetry tacked at the 
windows became tattered and yellowed as the girls 
labored to keep up. Some died. Most of the rest left. 
By the time of the Civil War and abetted by the 
terrible potato famine: in Ireland, the famous mill 
girls had mostly gone and had been replaced by 
Irish and French-Canadian women and men, des- 
perate for any kind of work, even under the worst 
conditions. 

Augmented by ever-increasing waves of immi- 
grants, Italian, Jewish, Greek and later Hispanic, 
the mills of Lowell produced vast amounts of cloth 
through the first years of the 20th century. The 
labor movement, slow in starting, finally succeeded 
in improving conditions somewhat as the workers 
organized and the public’s conscience was aroused.

repairing and improving their machinery, finding it 
cheaper to rebuild in the South. One by one the mills 
closed. 

The city, however, did not die. With the advent of 
the high-technology industry and the establishment 
of the first urban national park in Lowell, the city 
has. been reborn and flourishes today at least in part 
as a tribute to its past and the thousands of common 
people who labored there in their part of the Ameri- 
can saga.

A Family Reunion, Tears 
Of Joy, Highlight End 
Of European Tour

Paris was beautiful and romantic; the 
Swiss Alps were magnificent; London’s 
landmerks were striking. But the most 
memorable sight in Europe, during Theresa 
Fossella’s summer there, was her grand- 
mother’s face — a face she had never seen 
before 

As a college graduation present, There- 
sa's parents presented her with a European 
tour that whirled her through London, Pa- 
ris, Lucerne, and the great cities of Italy — 
Venice, Florence, Rome. 

When the grand tour ended, the most 
important part of her summer began, 
Theresa says: She flew to the tiny Italian 
village of Calabria, the place where her 
parents were born, grew up across the 
street from each other, and were married 

It was, she says, like seeing photographs 
she had looked at since childhood ‘‘come to 
life. Meeting my family for the first time, 
to go back and look into my roots — that 
was the most meaningful part of the trip for 
me.” 

Theresa is the daughter of Enzo and Lina 
Fossella of Marie Drive, who came to this 
country more than 25 years ago. She spent 
her first years in Brockton before the fami- 
ly moved to Andover 14 years ago. A 1977 
graduate of Andover High, Theresa grad- 
uated from Merrimack College in May with 
a major in business administration and 
management, and is currently looking for a 
job in marketing 

She traveled with a cousin who had just 
graduated from Holy Cross and her cousin’s 
parents. After touring London, Paris, Lu- 
cerne, Venice, Pisa, Florence, Perugia, 
Assisi and Rome during July, they flew to 
Calabria, population 4,000, a farming town 
at the tip of the boot in southern Italy. 

The trip began with a disastrous all-day 
delay at the airport in Rome, and when 
Theresa arrived at the local airport outside 
Calabria she was exhausted, ‘‘but I didn’t 
care. We ran from the plane into the termi- 
nal, we were all running. First I saw my 
uncle, and the resemblance to my father 
was so strong I just couldn’t believe it. 

‘‘And then I saw this little woman, and I 
began calling her name. It was my grand- 
mother, who’s 76, and so fragile. We just 
cried it was so emotional. It was very 
emotional overall.”’ 

After an hour's drive up a mountainside 
to the village, Theresa was greeted by 
members of her mother’s family, including 
an aunt and uncle who still live across the 
street from her father’s mother. ‘‘I felt so 
attached to my mother’s family right 
away,” she recalls 

That night she called her parents and two 
sisters (Joanne, 18, and Lisa, 12) for more 
tearful moments over the telephone lines. 
‘‘l wished we could share it all together.” 

During August, Theresa, who speaks Ital- 
ian fluently, saw the homes where her 
mother and father were raised, with the 
two balconies where they stood and talked 
across the narrow street. She saw the 
schools they attended, and met the man 
who trained her father to become a tailor. 


She visited the church where her parents 
were married in the larger, neighboring 
town of Catanzaro. 

‘Everywhere I went, people said, Oh, 
yes, I know your father, | know your moth- 
er. Everyone knew everyone in that town. 
Everyone is practically related — it’s all 
big families.”’ 

She made a point of visiting her aunts and 
uncles every day, and ‘‘they appreciated 
that. They wanted to get to know me. And it 
was a nice pleasure to meet them all.” 

But she also made new friends of her own 
age, enjoying every day with them at 
crowded beaches along the Mediterranean, 
and many evenings at outdoor discos on the 
waterfront. (They loved her American 
clothes, she says — especially jeans and 

alligator’ shirts.) Theresa found, howev- 
er, that even her young friends live life at a 
slower pace than she is used to. 

‘A walk at night is a big thing there — we 
did a lot of walking. And one thing I noticed 
is that kids there, 21 to maybe 26 years old, 
don’t drink when they go out. They might 


have a beer with a pizza, but they don’t 
abuse it like it’s done in this country. 


‘I had to adjust to the way the lifestyle 
is,’ Theresa adds. ‘‘They live day by day 
and enjoy life. They take one thing at a 
time. Here we’re so concerned about to- 
morrow, about what’s going to happen in 
the future. Everyone works — work, work, 
work. There, everything is so much slow- 
er 

She had seen photographs of Calabria, 
Catanzaro and nearby Gasperina and 
‘heard about it all my life,’’ and Theresa 


found it much as she had pictured it. 
‘‘There’s not as much mystery now.”’ 


She was surprised, though, by the narrow- 
ness of the old streets, and the small, spare 
rooms in her grandmother’s four-story 
house. ‘‘It’s not like an American house at 
all. It’s very plain, but they appreciate 
everything they have.”’ 

Throughout her stay, the weather was 
summer-perfect and the food — including 
lots of pasta and individual-sized pizzas — 
delicious (although Theresa actually lost 
weight, thanks to all that walking) 

But the high point of the trip was the day 
her Uncle Zio, a priest, was made the pas- 
tor of his parish. The bishop and priests 
from throughout the area attended a cere- 
mony at the village church, and during a 
moving moment Theresa’s grandmother 
was called to the altar. Afterwards the 
family invited the entire village to a huge 
party 

The whole village also tugned out for two 
colorful feast days, the feast of the Madon- 
na and the feast of St. Innocenzo. The fes- 
tive, crowded day-long events included 
parades and, for the Madonna, a candlelight 
nighttime procession through the streets. 

Theresa captured every day of her three- 
week visit in some 500 photographs, which 
she has compiled into lively scrapbooks. 
Images of white-washed stucco buildings, 
olive groves, beaches, mountains, old men

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River Road Residents Unhappy 
About More Industry In Area 


There are few residents remaining in the heart of West 
Andover’s industrial zone: perhaps 10 families. 

But those who have chosen to stay are unhappy about plans 
for bringing new industry to River Road — especially since 
industrial growth may eventually lead to major changes to the 
roadway. 

Last week, the Planning Board held an often emotional 
public hearing on the Tambone Corporation’s plans to build a 
3l-acre office and research park near the intersection of Old 
River Road and River Road. 

The hearing also included a preview of a traffic study the 
town manager has commissioned to show what problems the 
area may face in years to come, when all the West Andover 
land now zoned for industry is developed. 

According to that study, one part of River Road may have to 
be widened to six lanes to accomodate increased industrial 
traffic. 

Developer Anthony Tambone has proposed a three-lot indus- 
trial subdivision, ‘‘Andover Office and Research Park.’’ He 
would like to erect four buildings totalling 300,000 square feet 
at the site, on a speculative basis, for multiple high-tech 
tenants. The buildings would be grouped around an 875-foot 
roadway, ‘‘Research Drive’’, ending in a cul-de-sac. 

The developer is currently seeking planning board approval 
for one lot, where he would like to build the first one-story, 
94,000-square foot building, suitable for more than one tenant. 
He indicated that construction could begin next spring or 
early summer. 

Once that building is leased, Tambone said he would begin 
construction on the remaining buildings. Two would be two 
stories high, and one would be a single story with 80,000 
square feet. The entire site would be served by town water 
and sewer 

Tambone is waiting for Conservation Commission approval 
of his plans for the site. He said he would use from 40,000 to 
50,000 cubic yards of earth material to fill wetlands on the 
site, but would not remove any material from the site for the 
first two lots. 

Abutters questioned drainage plans for the development, 
but their most serious concerns centered on the potential for 
increased traffic. 

Tambone’s traffic consultant said the proposed office park 
would generate 3,000 to 4,000 trips per day, with an estimated 
850 vehicles entering the site from 7:30 to 8:30 a.m., and 970 
vehicles leaving the site between 4 and 5 p.m. The consultant 
estimated that 90 percent of the traffic would head for Route 
93 and the rest would turn left onto River Road. 

He suggested that creating a left-turn lane leading into the 
site and hiring a policeman to direct traffic would help ease 
traffic problems created by the new office park. 

But traffic consultants from Vanesse 
Hangen Associates of Boston, hired by the town, offered a 
more drastic picture of things to come on River Road. 

Robert Vanesse said there is 900,000 square feet of existing 
industrial development — and if all the developments that 


have been proposed for the area are built, within 10 to 20 years 
there will be a total of 5.3 million square feet of industrial 
space. 

Consultant Frank O’Callahan explained that the 9,000 vehi- 
cles that now travel Old River Road each day would increase 
to 40,000 vehicles, and the average daily traffic of 12,000

vehicles per day would ‘‘approximately double.”’ 

The consultants recommended the following major changes 

to River Road: 

¢ widen River Road from Shattuck Road east to the 
intersection of Old River Road to six lanes 

¢ add double left-turn lanes and traffic signals at Shattuck 
and Old River roads, and at the two Route 93 interchanges 

e extend the River Road-Route 93 bridge 

¢ widen River Road from the intersection of Old River 
Road to North Street to five lanes 

¢ reconstruct the intersection at North Street from its 
current Y-shape into a 90-degree angle 

¢ add a protected left-turn lane to serve the Greater 
Lawrence Regional Vocational School 

¢ and widen River Road from North Street to the Law- 
rence line to three lanes. 

O’Callahan said he would also recommend a full inter- 
change at Route 93. ‘ 

Vanesse emphasized that his firm had come up with ‘“‘an 
overview’, adding that he had ‘‘some doubts”’ that all the 
development proposed for the next 20 years ‘‘ever would get 
built in that time period.’’ The industries planning to build 
along River Road include Wang, Digital and GCA, and other 
parcels are owned by industrial developers including the 
Corcoran Co., Arkwright-Boston Insurance, and Prudential 
Insurance. 

“This is one alternative,’ Vanesse said. ‘‘The final plan 
may not look like this. This is not to say that this is going to be 
the final answer, but to start the dialogue.’’ The proposed 
changes would require approval from the Board of Selectmen 
and town meeting. 

River Road residents objected to the prospect of land-tak- 
ings to widen the road because that would devalue their 
property. They also objected to the idea of being surrounded 
by industry and increased traffic when, as one resident said, 
‘“T can’t back out of my driveway now.”’ 

‘I hope you think of us,’’ John Godek told the planners. 


‘‘Are you willing to throw away thirty dwellngs? We’re paying | 


taxes out there, and they’re as high as anywhere else in 
town.” 


Godek suggested that the land, zoned for industry during the - 


late 1950s, could now be rezoned for residential use. ‘‘Does 
Andover really need all this industry?’’ he asked. 
Community Development and Planning Director Jonathan 
Gilmore replied that town officials ‘‘are not ignoring your

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Planners Profile Andover 


It covers 32.32 square miles and has more 
than 26,000 inhabitants, 5,073 students in 
public and 926 students in private schools, 
more than 8,900 housing units, 13 major 
manufacuring employers and a 7.6 percent 
unemployment rate, 16 churches and one 
temple, and an average annual precipita- 
tion of 39.83 inches 

It, according to a profile recently drafted 
by the Merrimack Valley Planning Com- 
mission, is the town of Andover. 

The MVPC has developed profiles of its 15 
member communities by updating commu- 
nity data profiles produced by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Commerce and 
Development in 1978. According to a letter 
from the commission’s senior planner, Da- 
vid Koven, many communities use such 
profiles ‘‘to inform prospective businesses, 
developers, or home buyers about local 
resources.” 

The commission has circulated its four- 
page draft survey to the town manager, 
selectmen, town clerk, Chamber of Com- 
merce, Community Development and Plan- 
ning department, and the Industrial 
Development Commission for additions and 
corrections. 

The Board of Selectmen indicated their 
general satisfaction with the draft Monday 
night, although Gerald Silverman said he 
disagreed with the population figure, taken

from the 1980 federal census. Silverman 
said he believed that figure should include 
Phillips Academy students, and that the 
town has ‘‘a higher population than indi- 
cated.”’ 

Other community leaders may not agree 
with another section of the report: under 
“recreation facilities/cultural activities’, 
the MVPC has listed nothing. 

Among the information compiled in the 
profile: 

Andover currently has a population of 26,- 
370 (a 1980 figure); the population was 23,- 
653 in 1970, and is expected to rise to 28,536 
by 1990. Land use density is 848 per square 
mile. 

The town has 47 doctors and 15 dentists; a 
160,000-volume library (Memorial Hall Li- 
brary); 10 Protestant churches, three Cath- 
olic churches, one temple and three 
‘other’ churches; and one shopping center 
(Shawsheen Plaza). 

With a labor force of 12,312, Andover has 
one 450-acre industrial park (Lowell Junc- 
tion) and one 600-acre industrial park (West 
Andover Industrial Tech Park). The town’s 
major manufacturing employers include 
Raytheon (5,400 employees), Modicon 


(1,100), and Gillette (800). 

Of Andover’s 8,905 housing units, 25 per- 
cent are rental units, and 75 percent (6,975) 
are single family homes. 


The storm sewer system serves 75 per- 
cent of the town and sanitary sewers, 60 
percent. The town water supply, from Hag- 
getts Pond, Fish Brook and the Merrimack 
River, is ‘‘essentially unlimited.”’ 

And Andover’s average temperature is 
25.8 degrees in January, 73.7 degrees in 
July. 

The report also includes a brief history of 
the town, which reveals that it was original- 
ly known as Cochicewick, an Indian name 
for a local brook. When the town was incor- 
porated in 1646, the English settlers named 
it after Andover, England, where many of 
them had come from. 

Samuel Phillips started industry in the 
town with a powder mill in 1775; that lasted 
20 years. Paper was manufactured here 
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from 1789 to 1821. The first Stevens woolen 
mills were started in 1813, followed by the 
Marland woolen mills in 1821, the Smith 
flax mills in 1834, and the Ballard Vale 
flannel mills in 1836. Tyer Rubber began 
operating in 1856. 

Phillips Academy was founded in 1770 and 
Abbot Academy, ‘‘the first school exclu- 
sively for girls in this section of the coun- 
try,’ was opened in 1829. (The two schools, ' 
of course, merged in recent years.) 


The other towns profiled by the MVPC 
are Amesbury, Boxford, Georgetown, 
Groveland, Haverhill, Lawrence, Merri- 
mac, Methuen, Newbury, Newburyport, 
North Andover, Rowley, Salisbury and 
West Newbury.

another Shawsheen Village street gained 
two years ago: to park on the street during 
the winter, when on-street parking is illegal 
throughout town. 

E. Virginia and Donald O’Connor of 11 
Carlisle St. and Alice O’Toole of 7 Carlisle 
St. Monday night told the Board of Select- 
men they were recently ticketed for park- 
ing on their street overnight — even though 
‘five other cars parked on the street didn’t 
get. ticketed,’ Mrs. O’Connor said, ‘‘just 
ours.” 

According to Mrs. O'Connor, Carlisle 
Street homeowners have had permission 
for overnight wirter parking for ‘‘several 
years.”’ She said that permission was given 
by former Town Manager J. Maynard Aus- 
tin, and again by his successor, Jared S.A. 
Clark. 

The O’Connors said they are the only 
residents on the street with a driveway, but 
they do not have enough room in the drive- 
way to park all of their cars there. 

The all-night parking ban is enforced be- 
cause parked cars get in the way of snow- 
plows. But Mr. O’Connor pointed out that 
because there are trees all along the road- 
way on Carlisle Street, there is not enough 
room for plows to drive down the street 
whether cars are parked there or not. 

Selectmen Chairman Norma Gammon 
asked the residents to put their request in 
writing, and promised that the town man- 
ager would discuss the matter with the 
police department. 

Selectmen William Dalton recommended 
that ‘‘in the meantime, we not ticket these 
folks.”’ 

And Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said 
he would also try to find out why only the 
O’Connor and O’Toole cars were ticketed 

The selectmen gave residents of nearby 
Enmore Street permission to park on the 
sidewalk two years ago, because residents 
said it would be impossible to build drive- 
ways on their street. 

Gammon said that when they made that 
decision, the selectmen believed that no 
other townspeople were being allowed to 
park on the street or sidewalks during win-

Beginning with the least flexible accounts 
first, the Andover School Committee began 
its first pass on the 1983-84 budget Tuesday 
night. 

But while some of those accounts may be 
inflexible, it does not mean they are inex- 
pensive. 

A 20 percent insurance rate increase is 
expected next year, according to Business 
Manager Frank Paul, who said little can be 
done about it — it just draws money away 
from other school budget accounts. 

The school committee approved $456,000 
for fixed charges/insurance. The fiscal 1983 
figure was $366,223, and a deficit is ex- 
pected. 

A total of $314,658 is réquested for the 
programs-with-other-districts account, of- 

en called the tuition-out account. This in- 
cludes special needs instruction for 
students who must be serviced outside of 
the Andover school system. The fiscal 1983 
figure was $216,500, and a deficit of about 
$100,000 is expected. 

Because figures are subject to change, 


imonitors all functions of the school opera- 
tion very closely. 

The school system’s highest priority is 
the classroom instructional program, with 
more resources put into this function than 
most of the state’s school systems.

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Schoolmen got a look at the present and 
the future Tuesday night. 

By 1992, 800-1000 students will probably 
attend Andover High School, as the decline 
in school population continues, according to 
Jim Fraser, owner of the Andover firm, 
Concentration Specialists. Fraser has com- 
pleted on a volunteer basis his own demo- 
graphics study for the school committee. 

That study will. be used, for example, 
when deciding on redistricting of Doherty 
and West Junior High Schools, and what 
might happen to the Shawsheen School in 
the future. 

As for the present, Schools Superinten- 
dent Dr. Kenneth Seifert, in his quarterly 
report on the school system, told commit- 
teemen there have been ‘‘no real significant 
surprises’ in student progress, with 
achievement ‘‘most satisfactory”’ but with 
a reducing amount of grouping and individ- 
ualized instruction this year. 


Here’s what both men had to say. 

DEMOGRAPHICS: 

In five or six years, the junior high school 
level will handle about 1000 students, 
according to Fraser. The elementary level 
will either level out at about 2000 students 
after 1988, or else the decline in population 
might be bottoming out now and will level 
out at 2,200-2,300. 

He said the Doherty School’s population 
is declining 1.4 percent faster than the 
West. If redistricting is considered, it will 
have to be done every four or five years and 
not on a permanent basis, according to 
Fraser. 

Schoolman Michael Giammusso said he 
would like to look into redistricting of the 
junior high schools either this spring or a 
year from this spring. He also said he would 
like to examine the numbers at the Ban- 
croft and West Elementary Schools.

WASHINGTON -- Presi- 
dent Reagan came up with a 
simple solution to the unem- 
ployment — a few 
days ago when he suggested 
that every employer in the 
country hire just one addi- 
tional worker. Maybe some 
employers, he said, could 
even hire more than one. 

It happens that the 
nation’s biggest single 
employer takes its orders 
from Reagan. So we checked 
with several federal agen- 
cies to find out if they’ve 
taken the president’s mes- 
sage to heart. 

They haven't. They've 
been laying off workers, not 
hiring them. The only excep- 
tion we could find was the 
Labor Department, which 
hired 158 people in Novem- 
ber. But most of these were 
replacements who were 
merely filling vacancies. 

Spokesmen for several 
agencies said they thought it 
was a good idea to hire one 
additional worker. But the 
personnel officers said they 
haven't received any 
instructions from the White 
House to that effect. 

We did find one Reagan 
stalwart who has apparently 
taken the president at his 
word. Attorney General Wil- 
liam French Smith wants to 
hire a new employee. Smith 
would like a new assistant 
cook -- a “sous chef,” as they 
say in his circle.

Some of the Republican 
losers are getting help from 
the White House.

Recently, the 
adminis‘ration found a spot 
for him in the State Depart- 
ment. 

Former Rep. Eugene 
Atkinson, R-Pa., is an ex-

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$28,000 Grant Will Assist 
In Pole Hill Acquisition 


Andover has received a $28,000 grant un- 
der the state’s Self-Help Program to pur- 
chase 34 acres of land on Pole Hill for 
conservation and passive recreational pur- 
poses 

The news came Tuesday when Gov. Ed- 
ward J. King announced the awarding of 
nearly $2.4 million in grants to be shared by 
19 Massachusetts communities. 

The grants awarded this week range from 
$408 ,000 for the town of Oak Bluffs to $10,500 
for the town of Reading. The sites to be 
purchased range in size from 124 acres in 
Mashpee to 31,000 square feet in Lexington. 

The state money represents a reimburse- 
ment of up to 80 percent of the cost of land 
acquisition. The remaining cost is paid for 
by the communities or, in some cases, 
through matching federal grants. 

The site on Pole Hill in Andover enjoys 
1400 feet of frontage on the Shawsheen 
River. The land contains numerous trails 
and will provide for public access to the 
Shawsheen River. 

A plan to save Pole Hill from devel- 
opment was approved by town meeting in 
June, 1981. Selectmen in April, 1982, ap- 
proved an agreement under which Arthur 
Kalogianis of T.D.J. Development Corp. 
will swap most of Pole Hill in Ballardvale 
for the town-owned tea lots off Woburn 
Street 

Kalogianis will keep enough land on Pole 
Hill to build 14 houses, rather than the 69-lot 
‘Waterford Place’ he had originally 
planned. He will also receive a $35,000 pay- 
ment from Conservation Commission 
funds 

Ballardvale residents have been opposed 
to developing Pole Hill since preliminary 
development plans were first submitted to 
the planning board in the summer of 1980. 
The hill, traditionally used for recreation, 
has been called one of Andover’s most beau- 
tiful areas. 

Opposition to the proposed Pole Hill-tea 
lots swap came from residents near the 
South School, who stated they believed the 
tea lots would never be developed. The lots, 
25-by 100-foot in size, were given away by a

Drainage Concerns Aired 
At Subdivision Hearing 


Definitive plans for a four-lot subdivision 
off Hemlock Road, in the Wild Rose Drive 
area, have some neighbors concerned about 
possible flooding and drainage problems. 

During a quiet public hearing at the Es- 
sex Street theatre building last Tuesday 
night, Paul Marchand of Merrimack Engi- 
neers told the Planning Board that William 
and Carol Strout would like to subdivide 
their five-acre Hemlock Road property into 
four lots. The subdivision would include the 
Strout’s existing home and three new 
houses, and would be served by town water 
and sewer. 

Marchand called a pond located on the 
largest of the proposed lots ‘‘the most 
prominent feature of the site and the most 
controversial one.’’ But the engineer main- 
tained that if the elevation of the pond were 
lowered from approximately 143 feet to 140 
feet, the subdivision would ‘‘in no way ad- 
versely effect drainage problems in the 
area. 

‘I’m totally convinced that this proposal 
can only help that particular problem,” 
Marchand said. He added that DPW Direc- 
tor Robert McQuade and Town Engineer 
John Avery also believe changing the pond 
elevation will prevent future flooding. 

The Conservation Commission has re- 
viewed plans for the subdivision but has not 
yet issued an order of conditions. The engi- 
neer said the ConComm had ‘‘no major 
questions’’ about the development.

The Planners indicated that future own- 
ers of the lot should be responsible for 
maintaining the pond and keeping it at the 
proper elevation. 

However, in response to questions from 
several area residents, Community Devel- 
opment and Planning Director Jonathan 
Gilmore said the town is responsible for 
maintaining storm drains at the site. Neigh- 
bors said drains have been clogged with 
debris in the past, leading to flooding. 

Planner Margaret Bradshaw added that 
the pond should be kept deep enough to 
ensure that it does not become ‘‘a mud- 
hole.”’
